And for the further information of fond and 
indulgent parents who wish to get rid of their 
darling boys, it may be stated that the most 
successful way to introduce this sure-shot 
poison into the system is by the toy pistol 
cartridge route. It rarely fails, and wlieii it 
does the fault is not on the part of either the 
])arent, the boy or the pistol.
